Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's arguments 
that the instant invention is patentable over the prior art of Takagi (2004/0226818), who is drawn 
to an Ag-Bi alloy with a non-zero amount of Bi, and wherein Bi is a key component of Takagi, 
has been found persuasive. Additionally, the examiner agrees that the prior art of Seuntjens does 
not teach or suggest the combination of silver with gallium AND dysprosium or thulium. 

2. The closest prior art of Seuntjens or Takagi do not teach or suggest a silver alloy 
consisting of silver, gallium, and dysprosium or thulium, "only these materials, no more and no 
less" (arguments p 4), substantially as presently claimed.
